The hesitaney revealed may denote Jap-
ancse inclinations, but nevertheless Tokio
is a pledged partner in the parley. That
meeting hna been devised to lay practical
emphasis upon the note of compromise, It
succoss (nevitably must be measured by the
degree in which the principloe of give and
take Is sensibly asserted,

HOOCH AND THE POLICE

I'l‘ 18 clear that part of the argument to
be presented before the Civil Service
Commission in defense of policemen in
Frankford who appear to know too much
or too little about the conditions behind
the tale of a $50,000 whisky burglary in
their district will be a complete exposition
of the art and selence of bootlegging. The
fnvestigation urged by Superintendent Mills
is to be two-edged. The superintendent
contends flatly that thers was no burglary
of the dimension reported.

That retort does not dispose of the matter,
even temporarily. But 1t is suggestive of a
desire In the Police Department to give the
miblic a view of the seamier side of prac-
tienl Volsteadiam.

The very painful experiences of Federal
enforcemont agents have been such ns to
justify any one who takes reports of great
whisky burglaries lightly or with suspicion.
Doubtless there have been such robberies.

The Frankford treasure house may have
heen cleaned out by sure-enough thieves,
But the fact remainsg that Government
agente have a wry, unhappy sort of smile
with which they almost invariably greet
the news of such dispsters. Aund any news-
paper reader with a memory knows that the
ckill and dnaring of burginrs geemed to in-
crease amazingly when the dry laws first
want i:|!n r-ﬁm‘l'_ 'I‘ru('k].\n-;'lr.; nf hlulf‘h vinn -
isheil on the highwave, Warehouses wore
broken open salmost overy night, Enforee-
ment agents could do no more than send the
record of these thefts to Washingron and
strike the vanished liquor out of thelr estl-
mates,

Under the law as it is now applied any
man who provides the required bonds may
go into the wholesale whisky business and
withdraw virtually unlimlted supplies of
whisky from the warehouses. It is pre-
sumead, of eourse, that such a man will dis-
pose of the stff only in legitimate ways,
He is in business ostenaibly to sell to drug-
gists and medicine makers. The Govern-
ment keepe a record of his withdrawnls,
Its agents are likely to appear at any mo-
ment to surver his stork on hand and to
eompare it with the proof of legitimate rules,

But a whisky wholesaler who obers the
Inw works with small prafit margins. In
the restricted markets competitive lawa atill
rile,  Bo, confronting the individual who
las taken hundreds of barrels of liquor out
of 4 warehouse there is alwars the tempta-
tlon offered by the hootleggers and bootleg
srrilicates,

The holder of n stock of genulne whisky
can get almost any price "he aszks for the
stuff from thosa who keep it in cireulation
as a diversion for the erowd. Great quan-
tities of bonded whisky withdrawn ostensi-
bly for legitimate uses have gone straight to
the hendquarters of the outlawed trade,
and the people who made the sales quad-
rupled their working capital overnight.

The day of reckoning for msuch transae-
tions eomes when the wholesaler has dis-
pensed his stocks without having receipts
from authorized purchasers to protect his
bond and keep him from jail. An aeccount-
ing of some sort must be made to the
rogional enforcement office.  And in in-
stanees such as that just deseribed the ae-
ronnting comes in the form of a wild narra-
tive of burgliry and despolintion,

In the prohibition enforcement offices hera
and evervwheras olse there are stories of
empty warshouses broken open by burglars
hired by the owner of the plaee.  Whisky
burrels —filled with water—have beon rolled
ont in the =ight of astonished obuyervers,
Revalvers have hoon fired-—in the air, But
even the enforeement officers cannot arrest
a man beeause his warshouse was robbed,

Superintendent Mills is obviously disposed
to view the Frankford burglary in the light
of experience gained by the Federnl agents,
Bat rumors of policemen’s eollusion with
tradere in illicit whisky eontinue te eome
from a few of the districts. If the super-
intendent procesds with A sinecere desire to
show up the bootleggers he may incidentally
lnt & little wholesome light inte his own
orgauization,

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AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT

Accldent That Gave Point to the Wls-
dom of Romaln Rolland Concern-
ing the Eyes of Youth

PHRASE in the last translated hook of
Romain Rolland, "'Clerambault,”” gave

me pause the other day:

vary few men willing to let lfe take its
own eourse and who are generous enough to
look at the future through the eyes of thelr

The same dny I read that =entence I re-
celved n letter from a woman whom I know
very well who had been making a trip
through the Yellgwstone with three of her
children. The ehlldren are two girls and a
boy—the girls twenty-one and twenty-thres
and the boy about seventeen. I had been
getting notes, postals and letters from every
stage of the trip, and the one that wna
malled before the party left home was full of
echoes of my friend's distraction becnuen
her children were so hard to focus on their
packing and on the last things to be at-
tended to in the why of thelr home duties;
in fact, on getting off on a journey that wns
to last for the remainder of the summer and
involve a varlety of equipments, ranch life,
motoring and visiting being in the program.
She was distracted to the verge of crossness
by thelr flving off on pleasure tangents, last-
minute tpm-iit-n and wholly irresponsible er-
rande of thelr own that had nothing to do
with the proposed journey, up to, literally,
the last moment,

HEN, as goon as they were actually off,

she wns amazed and correspondingly re-
lieved to find them so eare-free nhout the
diffieultion of the trip — the thermometer
hovering about 100 degrees, a complicated
change of routes In Chieago and greatls
over-crowded sleeping aerommodations. It
was the first time she had traveled with
them, sinee they were small children with
nurses and governesses, for pleasure, and
she wae enchanted to find how merry and
cosnal they were off on what they ecalied “'a
pleasure exertion,”’ -

1 had a postal from the entrance of the
Yellowstone when they were about to make
the fiest stage in the motorhus of their =even
dave' trip. My friend noted, for my won-
derment and for hers, that they had vetoed
nopriviite mator for the trip, though =he
wins' game for the extra expense of $100,
glving ng thelr reason that it would be
riore interesting 1o get the spirit of the
thing with the genersl erowd than to what
they ealled “‘hive bLy themselves,”” The
traveling publie looked tamely ecommonplace

Daily Talks With Thinking Philadelphians on Subjects They
Know Bes

DR. ALEXANDER B. ARTHUR
On the Nutrition Problem

Nl"l'RI."I'IUX, both from the stundpoint
of present welfare and the future of the
race, is one of the most important and
least understood subjects that concern the
avernge person, according to Dr. Alexander
B. Arthur, director of the nutrition class
of the Children's Howeopathic Hospltal,

“In & day when we try to save and im-
prove every life, po matter how humble,"’
snid Dr. Arthur, “*it is vital that we at least
have every ohlld possible fn A npormal,
healthy condition,

“A clinte like that at the
Homeopathle  Hospital - undertakes  that
problem nnd makes (t possible for many
children to grow to splendid manhood o
wownnbiood who would otherwise be bhandi-
eapped by mental or physical defects or
guccumhb to the ravages of tuberculosis or
other diseases which, if digeoversd in the
tneiplent stage, could have been cured.

Children’s

Environment §s Important

“The question of environmént is an im-
portant one in eonsidering the case of the
under-nourished child,  Cleanliness of mind
and bady, both in the chtld and its en-
vironment, fe o vital thing. In fact, one
cannot strees too strongly the psychology of
the clean mind. More than a casnul ob-
gerver can possibly see, this factor plays n
very blg part in its effect on the child's
digestive apparntus, {ts disposition anil other
eleweents that go to affect the question of
tuking nourishment.

“Right ot the start, In e infanecy of
the cohild, many mothers wake vital mis-
takes through ignorance, indifference or a
lnek of renllzation of thelr responsibilities
und olbligations,

“Thus in recent years there has been a
tendency on the part of mothers to get away
from the tusk of feeding the infant them-
selves.  Nothing really takes the place of
mother's nuveing in the early months
of the ehild's e, yer beeause of disinelinn-
tion to glve the time and attention to this
highly Dmportant detafl many mothers leave
this matter to be solved ,‘} millk Prepari -
tions or dilutions or prepared foois.

nutrition cluss, They are glven examina-
tion and the cause of their malnutrition de-
termined and, If possible, corrected. Specinl
attentlon i= given to the eves, nose, teeth,
thront, heart, lungs aod nervous eystem,
If any deferts or abnormalities are found,
appropriate medical, surgleal and  other
treatment 18 recommended to parents and
instituted if permission ls granted.

“The number of calories of protelds,
carbohydrates, fats, ete., required dally
by the individual child is computed and a
diet carefully worked out comprising the
necessnry foods to be taken.

“This sounds formiduble, but is really
quite simple. It means the greatest food
value for the least expenditure of money,
and deals with fish, meats, bread, butter,
eggs, milk, vegetables (starchy and greeni,
Truits, pastry, cakes and candy. 'rinet-
pally does it deal with the inhibition of the
sweets, for we tind from infancy to maturity
nnd even far bevond the {11 effects come, not
from a lack of food, but from an excessive
Indulgenre in a few articles perlinps nour-
ishing if taken in moderntion as part of o
well-balanced ration.

“The child is now started on his or her
voyage of ‘recovery,' which will be specdy
or long-continued, depending on the various
factors causing the malnuteition and the
co-operntion of child and parent. This ex-
plainsg why institutions having entire charge
of the child are usually able tn show the
best results If the mnlnutreition s due
stuiply to errors of diet, the response is
rapid ; 1f due to defects or disease, g cure
must first be effected and poor, abused pa-
ture be permitted to functionate properiy.
It in n pernicious custom for soung or old
to constantly take a laxative, The need of
a laxatlve is usnolly due to errors of diet
or fmproper functionating which should be
corrected,

cording 1o wge. size nnd phystesl require-
ments, onee o week (eases pequiring indl-
vidunl care report more often), and weight
urdl hieight taken.
